OH, WHAT A DIFFERENCE

RUMOR, NOTHING MORE. 


The Former Occapant of the Throne Calls on 
Our Repr ve—Secretary Gresham 
Doubts the Correctness of the 
Dispatches—Interviews. 


Ry Telegraph to The Times. 

HONOLULU, Nov. 14—(Correspon- 
dence of the Associated Press, Copy- 
righted, 1893, via San Francisco, Nov. 
23.) The main change in the political 
situation since the steamer Australia 
sailed has been one of increased strain 
and greater business depression. Since 
his formal call to present his creden- 
tials, Minister Willis has not communi- 
cated officially with the governmeént. 


+The most significant happenifig which 


has taken place occurred on last Mon- 
day, when a committee of the Ameri- 
can League, a lately-organized auxili- 
ary of the Annexation Club, called on 
the new Minister. 

After welcoming Mr. Willis, the com- 
mittee stated that the members of the 
league earnestly desired that the Ha- 
waiian Islands should become a part 
of the United States, and, with that 
object in view, the organization: will 
support the present provisional govern- 
ment of Hawali, and, in all honorable 
ways, aid in accomplishing annexa- 
tion. The address also contained an 
offer of aid, if, at any time, the Min- 
ister saw fit to command them. 

THE REPLY. 

Minister Willis’s answer has not yet 
been announced here, as the committee 
is pledged to secrecy, but the Associ- 
ated Press is enabled, after diligent 
inquiry and careful comparison of the 
versions of the Minister’s remarks, as 
remembered by three members of the 
committee, to give the following 
nearly, if not quite, verbatim report 
of his reply. After welcoming the 
committee, and speaking in pleasant 
terms of his visit to Hawaii, Minister 
Willis said: 


“IT am an ardent American. I would 


“| like to see the Stars and Stripes waving 


not only over Hawaii, but over all the 
islands of the Pacific, or any other ter- 
ritory which would be beneficial to the 
United States. I have my instructions, 
which I cannot divulge. You will un- 
derstand this; but this much I can 
say—that the policy of the United 
States is already formulated, regarding 
these islands, and that nothing which 
can be said or done, either here or 
there, can avail anything now. I do 
not come here as did Mr. Blount, I 
come tu act. When the proper time 
arrives, I shall act. I am sorry I can- 
not tell "you when or how. 

“IT wish you to understand, however, 
that, knowing the policy of the United 
States, I could not have accepted the 
position of aneexecutive officer had it 
been in coflict with the principles I 
hold. The Americans here will have 
nothing to regret. While performing 

y duties in carrying out the United 

tates policy, I shall have no need of 
aid from you or other resident Amer- 
icans. However, I wish to state posi- 
tively that any outside interference 
will not be tolerated by the United 


‘The provisional government considers 
Minister Willis’s remarks as significant, 
and, from other information obtained, 
it is the general belief among Amer- 
icans that a United States protectorate 
will be shortly established over the pro- 
visional government, with the under- 
standing that a stable form of govern- 
ment be organized thereunder within a 
limited period.” Some are of the opin- 
ion that action will be taken between 
the sailing of the Alameda today; and 
the arrival of the Monawai on the 23d 
inst. This opinion has been expressed 
on board the U.S.S. Philadelphia within 
the last few days. 

Minister Willis’s delay in action, 
coupled with his refusal to divulge or 
even hint what the policy of the United 
States is to be, has caused the palitical 
strain to becume very great on doth 
sats. “As rumors are 
thick as bees in spring. The govern- 
ment has, in consequence, been on the 
lookout for the past few days for a 
threatened attempt of the Royalists to 
seize the executive building, under the 
theory that if they could hold it an 
hour, the United States would support 
them as the existing government. 
Some of the leading Royalists deny 
that any such attempt has been con- 
templated; others remain silent when 
questioned. 

WARLIKE MOVEMENTS. 

In consequence of the strained con- 

Gition of affairs, an extra guard of 


sharpshooters was stationed in the 
executive building last night, and will 
be continued there with the regular 
troops until the matter is settled one 
way or the other. As a further precau- 
tion, the government has issued thirty 
rounds of extra ammunition to each 
member of the citizens’ reserve guard. 
Between dark and 12 o’clock last night, 
two Cabinet meetings were held yes- 
terday to consider the situation. At 
the first were present, besides the Cabi- 
net, several members of the Advisory 
Council, together with Col. J. H. Soper, 
of the military, and Marshal Hitch- 
cock, of the police department. 

At 11 o'clock this morning President 
Dole paid a visit to U. 8S. S. Philadel- 
phia and was received with a national 
salute of twenty-one guns. At 11:30 he 
returned, and was accorded the usual 
salute. 

LOOKS QUEER 

Last Monday morning the ex-Queen 
somewhat unexpectedly called upon 
Minister Willis, at the United States 
Legation. She was accompanied by her 
former chamberlain. She remained at 
the Legaticn about twenty minutes. 
Minister Willis has not yet returned 
the call. The ex-Queen’s action has cre- 
aicd much unfavorable comment. It 
surprised the Royalists, as well as the. 
annexationists. 

This afternoon, November 16, the 
Minister of Finance will submit a state- 
| ment at the regular session of the coun- 
cils, which will show that the favor- 
ab'e condition of the finances of the 
zovernment continucs. 

ISLAND GOSSTP. 

It has been learned from semi-official 
sources that the reason of Admiral 
Skerrett’s recall from this station was 
because he personally attended a ball 
given by the Annexation Club to the 
officers of the U. 8S. S. Boston, as a 
farewell, and to the officers of the 
U. S. S. Philadelphia, as a welcome. 

The steamer Miowar floats in Hono- 
lulu Harbor, after being forty-one days 
on the reef at the entrance. The vessel 
after repedtéd éxXarminations made by 
divers, is pronounced not to be seriously 
injured, and, at the present writing, it 
is thought she can be sufficiently re- 
paired to proceed to San Francisco. She 
now awaits the orders of her owners. 

Thomas H. Davies is still here work- 
ing at his plan for a political compro- 
mise in favor of Princess Kaiulani, 
but thus far has met with little success. 
The rumor that he had gained a fol- 
lowing in the Advisory Council is un- 
founded. 

Admiral Irwin was officially received 
at the executive building on Saturday 
November 11, at 1:30 p.m., with mili- 
tary honors. Upon the arrival and de- 
parture of the party, the government 
band played the American national 
airs. 

The agitation for the removal of the 
Royalists from. office will probably rest 
in abeyance urtil something definite is 
heard from Minister Willis. 

WILLIS’S CORRECTIONS. 

I have just had an interview with 
Minister Willis. He declares that the 
first part of the repiy he made to the 
American League shouid be qualified 
to ‘“‘would like to see the Stars and 
Stripes waving over,” etc., “under 
proper conditions.’”’” He declares that 
he never said that the result here 
would be such as “Americans would 
not regret,’’ and added that ‘nothing 
would be done, nor would any action 
be taken until he again heard from 
Washington after the Alameda. left.” 

He said this at 2:30. The steamers 
sail at 3 p.m. His last words to the 
Associated Press representative were 
that any trouble precipitated on either 
side would be stopped at once by the 
United States forces. When his atten- 
tion was called to the dispatch saying 
the ex-Queen would be restored, he de- 
clined to express an opinion. It is be- 
lieved here that the dispatch is a fake. 
At the last moment, the provisional 
government declares it has no further 
information. but is certain it will be 
able to maintain peace. 

GOT IT PARTLY. 

Later.—Just before the Alameda sails 
from Honolulu for San Francisco, the 
Honolulu Commercial Advertiser has- 
issued an extra edition containing a 
d:tspatch dated Washington, November 
’, which had been published in an 
Auckland, New Zealand, paper, of No- 
vember 4, recived in Honolulu by the 
Alameda. This dispatch stated that 
President Cleveland was preparing a 
message to Congress advising the res- 
toration of the monarchy in Hawaii. 
Minister Willis, upon being shown the 
lispatch, refused to say anything in re- 


gard to it. The belief seems eeneral 
in Honolulu that the dispatch is un- 
Founded. 


IMPROBABLE. 


2oyalist Intimations That the Queen Would 
Make Terms Apparent!y Confirmed. 

TACOMA, Nov. 25.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.) Franklin Kk. Lane, editor 
of the Tacoma News, and a warm sup- 
porter of the Clevehind administration, 
received, today, 2 letter from a promi- 
nent official in Washington, D. C., re-, 
garding the Hawaiian policy of the 
administration. The letter says: 

“You need not fear for the adminis- 
tration’s Hawaiian policy. As soon as it 
becomes known it will commend itself 
to all sensible Americans.

German Interests in the 
Samoan Islands 


Bought Out by An Australian 
Corporation. —

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 23.—(By_ the 
Associated Press.) If the news received 
here today by the steamship Alameda 
be correct, it seems possible that there 
may be a change in the controlling in- 
terest in the Samoan Islands, within a 
short time, and that the English will 
succeed the Germans in the supremacy 
there. 

The Samoan Herald states that a syn- 
dicate has been organized in Australia, 
with Sir Robert Stout at its head, 
whose intention it is to purchase 
plantations and other property of the 
Deutschen Handels und  Plantagen 
Gesellschaft in Samoa. This company 
is commonly known in Samoa as the 
“German firm.’ Its interests there are 
larger than those of any other company 
or individual on the islands, and it has 


exerted a powerful influence there in 
the ast few years. 

The Herald, commenting upon the 
proposed withdrawal of this firm, says: 
“If the firm should withdraw, and its 
place be taken by an English or Co- 
lonial company or syndicate, the Fn- 
glish interests and influence would so 
enormously increase as to dwarf into 
utter insignificance all others, and there 
is little doubt that such an acquisition 
would,bring annexation within meas- 


urable distance. 

“It is only her material interest in 
Samoan property, which she actually | 
owns in the country, which. has) 
caused Germany to take se large a 
share in Samoan politics and history. 
To her, the islands are of no strat- 
egical importance. The disposal of 
property, therefore, means the practical 
extinguishment of German interest, and 
we have no doubt that when these 
commercial interests disappear, as they 
would on the property being acquired 
by an English company, official circles 
in Berlin would sigh as great a sigh 
of relief at such a happy solution for 
Germany of the troublesome Samoan 
difficyity.

LONDON, Nov. 23.—(By Cable and 
Associated Press.) A dispatch from 
Algiers says that the police raided a 
number of houses in the European 
quarter and seized a large number of 
Anarchist pamphlets and documents, 
which reveal an extensive conspiracy, 
including a plot to blow up the French 
law-court and the new mosque, where 
native cases are heard.

The crew, numbering thirty- 
six men, were safely landed and found 
every attention from Capt. P. L. Perry 
at the lighthouse.

The Income Tax an Assured Fact—Changes in 
Internal Revenue. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—(By the 
Associated Press.) It has been defi- 
nitely decided by the full Committee 
of Ways and Means that an _  in- 
come tax will be adopted as part of the 
new revenue system, and the details 
of the plan will be left. to Messrs. 
MeMillin, Bryan and Montgomery. The 
changes in the internal revenue schedule 
contemplate an increase of 10 cents a 
gallon on whisky, and slight modifica- 
tions of the tobacco tax. 

Several hundred petitions, today, in-

Upon the 
point as to whether Willis would wait 
until further instructions were received 
before he acted, Gresham would say 
nothing. Neither would he make any 
comments upon the reports that the 
provisional government was making 
such preparations for resistance. 

It was declared by an officer of the 
State Department that no additional 
instructions had been sent Willis on 
either of the vessels that had left for 
Hawaii,-and that he would act with- 
out: anything more being sent. 

Upon reading the statement that Ad-

There is no doubt 
that Minister Thurston and Secretary 
Gresham are personae non gratae to 
one another, but each would prefer to 
have the\ announcement of the fact 
from the) other. It would probably 
not 4d ss Thurston if Secreatry 
Gresham were to send him his pass- 
ports. This would admittedly be an 
act of war and would place the ad- 
ministration still further on the de- 
fersive, but Secretary Gresham has 
no intention of giving Thurston an 
opportunity to be made a martyr of 
and will not send him his passports. 
On the other hand, it is probable 
that Secretary Gresham would not be 
sorry if Thurston were to demand his 
passports. The latter’s position with 
relation to the State Department is 
anomalous, the diplomatic officers of 
the United States have arraigned him 
on: serious charges to which his state- 
ment was a reply. This is sufficient 
ground for him to base a demand for 
his passports upon. The intention to 
commit an unfriendly act upon his 
government has not been communi- 
cated to him officially, and is therefore, 
according to diplomatic usages, un- 
known to him, but he has ample 
grounds for demanding information 
from official sources, and, if it is re- 
fused him, of calling for his passports. 
The Hawaiian Minister, however, will 
probably not give up the advantage 
he has in being in diplomatic rela- 
tions with his government, even 
though they are strained. 
Secretary Gresham’s theory is that 
the provisional government of Ha- 
wail comes to an end with a notifica- 
tion from this government that an- 
nexation with the United States is 
denied, the government having been 
formed for the purpose of annexation.

—ts the Ocean Free? 
The report of the Traffic Association 
of California, which was submitted at 
the annual meeting of the association 
last month, contains much interesting 
reading in regard to the work which 
has been accomplished by the associa- 
tion. The organization of this move- 
ment was something of a surprise to 
those who are acquainted with that 
class of merchants in San Francisco, to 
whom Arthur McEwen is fond of re- 
ferring to as “prominent citizens.” 
They had so long submitted patiently 
to the mohopoly which controlled the 
commerce of San Francisco that it 
naturally created much surprise when 
they took this bold step and banded to- 


gether for the purpose of securing re- 
lief. 


The present association was largely 
inspired by the abuses practiced by the 
Transcontinental Association, and it 
was thought that a disruption of that 
organization and the discontinuance of 
the of subsidy to the Pacific 
Mail Steamship Company by the trans- 
continental roads would be a long move 
in the right direction. 

The association now reports that the 
Transcontinental Association is com- 
pletely broken up, and the subsidy of 
the Pacific Mail ceased December 31, 
1892. The clipper line, which was or- 
ganized a year and a half ago, almost 
wholly by members of the association, 
ie still in successful operation, and has 
completely broken up the domination 
over that route by the overland roads. 
In the month of February this year, 
the contract between the Pacific Mail 
Company and the Panama Railroad 
Company expired, after an existence of 
fifteen years, and was not renewed 
because of the refusal of the Panama 
company to continue as a subsidized 
line, they believing that with co-opera- 
tion they could build up a legitimate 
traffic business on the ruins left by 
the Pacific Mail. Another feather in 
the cap of the Traffic Association was 

e formation of the North American 
oceans Company, and the contract 
which was obtained with the Panama 
Railroad Company. It is believed that 
the continuation of this company will 
Jead to a complete disruption of the Pa- 
cific Mail. The difference in the cost 
of freight by this route and by rail 
is immense. 

The Southern Pacific Company at 
once declared war, making immense re- 
ductions in its rates, but the mer- 
chants for once appear to have stood by 
the opposition line after an encouraging 
fashion. One of the results of this bat- 
tle between the railroads and the mer- 
chants has been to show to what ex- 
tent the roads rely for their profits 
on keeping down ocean competition. 
A case which shows how this some- 
times works was quoted a few days 
ago in The Times from the San Fran- 
cisco Chronicle. It is a suit brought 
by the United States against 250 kegs 
of nails and other merchandise which 
were seized at Redondo over a year 
ago. On account of the combination 
of the Pacific Mail and the Southern 
Pacific at that time freight rates were 
so high that the shippers found it 
cheaper to transport their goods from 
New York to California by way of Eu- 
rope, They could not secure an Amer- 
ican ship at reasonable rates, and 
therefore sent the goods to Antwerp on 
a Belgian vessel, where they were re- 
shipped on a British vessel for Re- 
dondo. This was done because it would 


* ‘have been against the law to ship from 


New York to California in a foreign 
vessel. Even by this round-about 
route, the shippers found that they 
waved from $3 to $4 per ton on the 
freight against the cheapest route con- 
trolled by the combination. Before 
shipping in this manner, the New 
York merchants got a favorable ruling 
from the Treasury Department, but as 
soon as it was seen that this plan 
would cut into the freight business 
of the combination, the department 
changed tts mind and sent owt instruc- 
tlens to make the seizures, which in- 
volved goods to the value of $250,000. 
This is certainly a matter which 
should be looked into. The merchants 
and producers of this Coast have 
engugh to contend with already. The 
ooeam is at our door, and shippers are 


_ Pew making an attempt to secure the 


benefits of competition by that route, 
even though goods have to be sent 
half way around the world. If the 
government intends to stand in with 
the transportation monopoly and cast 
unnecessary obstacles in the way of 
ocean competition, it will be well for 
our merchants to know it as soon as 
possible, in order that they may take 
steps to protect themselves. Mean- 
time, there is evidently a wide fleld of 
usefulness open for such organizations 
as the Traffic Association of California. 


The Commitment of the Insane. 

There is an abuse which has been 
growing in this land of freedom of 
which the general public have little 
knowledge. If they had, it is certain 
that a loud and general demand would 
be made for reform in this direction. 
It is a subject which for many years 
has engaged the descriptive powers of 
European authors, and has served as 
the foundation for many powerful and 
sensational stories. We refer to the 
facilities with which persons can be 
railroaded into insane asylums, Only a 
few weeks ago the case of an innocent 
person having been so incarcerated in 
San Francisco led to an investigation 
by one of the papers, during which the 
startling fact was discovered that peo- 
ple were sometimes sent to madhouses 
on the order of a physician who had 


never seen them, much less examined 


them. This disclosure led to an imme- 
diate reform. which may or may not 
last. An Ohio exchange has the fol- 
lowing to say on this subject: 

“The custom. which has become almost 
a common law in many States, of per- 
mitting the testimony of two physi- 
cians to consign a man or woman to 
an asylum for the insane, seems to 
have excited simultaneous hostility 
throughout the United States and Great 
Britain. Powerful organizations are 
moving, through the influence of litera- 
ture and through the courts, to break 
down the common custom and make 
necessary something more than. the 
‘ipse dixet’ of a couple of men suscep- 
tible of extraneous influence to deprive 
a man or woman of liberty for an 
indefinite period. The particular case 
that has brought this state of affairs 
prominently before the public was that 
of Irene House, recently discharged 
from the Trenton (N. J.) asylum for the 
insane on a writ of habeas corpus. 
She had been co tted on the 8th of 
last month upon the usual testimony 
of two physicians, and her counsel has 
set up the plea that the commitment 
was in violation of a constitutional 
fuarantee of notice of trial, and a trial 
by jury. The superintendent of the 
asylum from which she was released 
testified that 90 per cent. of the inmates 
of the asylum were there on the say-so 
of two physicians. The judgment of 
one physician and the testimony of two 
witnesses before a probate judge are 
necessary for commitment to an asy- 
lum for lunatics in Ohio.” 

The restrictions which are thrown 
around commitments to insane asylums 
are no greater here than they are in 
New Jersey. A man or woman can be 
committed to an insane asylum from 
Los Angeles on the testimony of two 
physicians. It is unnecessary to point 
out what gross evils may attach to 
such an unreasonable system. There 
are always people who have an object 
in getting others out of the way, for 
various reasons, and who do not shrink 
at perjury and crime in order to ac- 
complish their purpose. Nor is it diffi- 
cult for them, if they are provided with 
money, to obtain willing tools to do 
their dirty work. Unfortunately, phy- 
sicians are not all men of probity and 
honor. There is a considerable minor- 
ity who possess neither of these quali- 
ties, but are ready to undertake any 
nefarious work for a sufficient consider- 
ation. Of this we are frequently re- 
minded of the doings of that class of 
practitioners in San Francisco. Yet 
another class there is who, like the 
apothecary in “Romeo and Juliet” say: 
*““My poverty and not my will consents.” 
From whatever cause these men may 
act, however, it is unnecessary to em- 
phasize the danger which attaches to 
the fact that two such men have the 
power to commit a man or woman to a 
living tomb. There are a number of 
physicians who hang around the Court- 
house waiting for a job to turn up, in 
the line of: an autopsy, inquest or the 
examination of a person charged with 
insanity. We believe that in examina- 
tions of the insane, the fee is only $5. 
It is“easy to see how great the tempta- 
tion may be for an impecunious doctor 
to stretch his conscience a little, and 
give the complainant the benefit of the 
doubt, when there is a chance to mul- 
tiply that fee ten to twenty times. . 

The law in regard to committing the 
insane, as it at present exists here, 
is a most dangerous one, and should 
be changed without delay. In connec. 
tion with such a change it might be 
well to appoint a committee to visit 
the different insane asylums of the 
State. and ascertain whether any per- 
sons who are imprisoned there are of 
sound minds.

Address by ex-Gov. Sheldon—Resolutions 
Adopted. 

A large assemblage of old soldiers 

and sailors of the late war convened 


in Grand Army Hall, No. 612 Scuth 
Spring street, Wednesday’ evening. 


his méeting had no connection with 
any of the Grand Army posts, but 
was open to all old soldiers, whether 
belonging to the G.A.R. or not. Col. 
Melvin Mudge acted as chairman, and 

. M. Guinn as secretary, ex-Gov. 
Gosper stated that he had invited an 
old soldier from the country to come 
in and talk to the boys. He asked 
Gov. Sheldon to come forward. The 
Governor took the platform and pro- 
ceeded to deny that he hailed from the 
country; he was from the city of 
Pasadena. Gov. Sheldon made a short 
address, brim full of patriotism. It 
aroused the veterans to the wildest 
enthusiasm. At the close he was 
greeted with three rousing cheers. 

Comrade Brooker offered the follow- 
ing resolutions: 

‘Whereas it is essential to the future 
welfare and good citizenship of our 
country that the children of our land 
be taught to reverence the emblem of 
our liberty, and to respect the prin- 
ciple for which our veterans gave the 
best years of their lives—many of 
them life itself, an, whereas, the 
present influx of foreign immigrants 
and the large percentage of foreigners 
of all grades of society who are ad- 

itted to citizenship in the United 
States and the foreign ideas of gov- 
ernment beng promulgated throughout 
our country are doing much to lessen 
the hold our Institutions have upon 
the minds of our young; therefore, 

“Resolved, that it is the sense of 
this meeting of ex-Union soldiers and 
sailors, that a committee consisting of 
five of our number be appointed to 
petition the county and city superin- 
tendents of schools and the teachers 
employed in the public schools of the 
city and county to recommend the 
adoption of some form of patriotic 
salute to the American flag to be in- 
troduced into the morning exercises 
of the public schools.” 

The resolutions were discussed at 
considerable length by Comrades Gos- 
per, Mudge, Guinn, Snyder, Brooker, 
Murray, Mussey, Collum, Colby and 
Smith. On vote they were adopted 
unanimously.

THE FRUIT-GROWERS 


Third Day of the State 
Convention. 


Presentation of a Portrait of Prof. 
Albert Koebele. 


Debate on the Bill for Lobbying 
Expenses. 


Quarantine Matters Discussed in a Paper 
by Alexander Craw—Resolutions 


Proposed. 


The third day’s session of the State 
Fruit-growers’ Convention was well 
attended, and a large number of inter- 
esting facts were presented. The 
meetings, so far, have been what may 
be called entirely friendly ones, and, 
although opinions which were at va- 
riance with each other have been ex- 
pressed yet an apparent spirit of gen- 
erous liberality has been manifested. 

The convention was called to. order 
at 9:50 o’clock by Vice-President Ab- 
bot Kinney, when the secretary read 
the following resolution: 

“Whereas, it has pleased the Al- 
mighty to take from our midst one 
who has been identified with the 
progregs not only of the fruit industry, 
but in all matters relating to the wel- 
fare of this Coast; and, whereas, by 
the death of Hon. W. T. Coleman 
California has lost one of its best and 
most prominent citizens, therefore 
be it 


‘Resolved, that we, the fruit-growers 
of California, in convention assembled, 
tender our heartfelt sympathy and 
condolence to the family of the de- 
ceased. 

“Resolved, that a copy of these reso- 
lutions be sent to the family of the 
deceased and published in the daily 
papers.’’ 

he resolution was adopted unani- 
mously. 


Vice-President Griffith rose and 
said: 


“On behalf of many fruit-growers 
of Southern California, I take pleas- 
ure in presenting to the State Board 
of Horticulture this framed picture of 
Prof. Albert Koebele. It is but an 
humble token of our high regard for 
the untiring work of this board in 
our interests; besides, it is eminently 
proper to prove that although absent 
modest Mr. Koebele is not forgotten 
by the horticulturists in this part 
of the State who believe him to be, 
considering his avocation and past 
efforts, the greatest genius of modern 


times.’’ 

The gift was acknowledged in a 
brief speech by Mr. Lelong, who paid 
a high complement to the work of the 
gentleman whose picture was  pre- 
sented. 

Mr. Calkins of Pomona rose to a 
question of privilege and said he 
wished to state that in his neighbor- 
hood there were some very fine olives 
grown without irrigation, and even 
on barren hillsides. 

Two or three others rose to make re- 
marks, but was soon decided to 
take up the regular order on the morn- 
ing’s programme, and Secretary Per- 
kins read a paper on “Suggestions on 
Quarantine,” as prepared by Alex- 
ander Craw, the quarantine officer of 
thee State Board of Horticulture. 

In beginning, the paper rererred to 
the fact that in the earlier days of 
the history of the State, and at about 
the time of the discovery of gold, the 
settlers here with them oc- 
casional seeds and bulbs, either by the 
long, overland journey, or by way of 
the isthmus. On account of the com- 
paratively few such seeds and bulbs 
being brought here, and the long time 
which was required in which to bring 
them, the insect pests which might be 
attached to them would be likely to 
be destroyed before arrival here. As 
time went on the growing of fruits here 
became more profitable, and men be- 
gan to search the world over for the 
finest varieties of fruits for the pur- 
pose of growing such fruits here. This 
led on to the importation of insect 
The rapidity and the cheap- 
ness of transportation led to the grow- 
ing of a greater number of orchards, 
and, of course, the orchards became 
contiguous to each other. 

The ravages of these pests led to the 
egftablishmeint a State board of 
horticulture, and this organization de- 
voted its energies to both the pre- 
vention and cure of these diseases. 
The “peach yellows’”’ and the plum 
curculio which had done so much dam- 
age to peach and plum orchards, in the 

t, had not made thgir presence 
nown here, 
There were now being imported 


, South and Central America 
and nearly all other countries. Hardly 
a vessel arrived which did not bring 
some of these, and most of them were 
infected with some pest. On them 
were found eggs and pupae and boring 
beetles and moths, and various other 
forms of insect and fungus life, and in 
most cases, unaccompanied by the 
natural enemies which served to keep 
them in check in the country of their 
origin, It would be readily appre- 
clated here that eternal vigilance was 
the price of liberty, — 

The paper then went on to give a 
history of the origin and perfecting of 
the State laws governing the importing 
of infected shrubs or trees. 

It was suggested that suitable fumi- 
pating-houses. be erected at the dif- 
ferent railroad depots, or, at least, at 


such places as were receiving con- 
signments of fruit trees and fruit 
packages. It was further that 


urged 
Federal laws should be enacted 
govern the importation. of these pests 
the same as those at present prevent- 
ing the admittance of cases of con- 
tagious diseases or of undesirable im- 
migrants. 

In conclusion, he said: “I would, 
therefore,* urge that our Congressmen 
be requested to use their efforts in 
framing and passing a general quaran- 
tine law, which, with our State laws 
and county ordinances, should effectu- 
ally bar the entrance of new pests, and 
leave us to work out the problem of 
getting rid of those we already have.’’ 

The reading of the paper was fol- 
lowed by discussion, in which a number 
of gentlemen participated. os 

Mr. Berry of Tulare county told at 
length of the work in his county in 
the way of efforts to destroy the pests, 
which were a menace to fruit trees. 
The mixture of sulphur, lime and salt 
had been effectual to a considerable 
degree, but yet it only served to keep 
the pests in check instead of destroying 
them. If parasites could be 
that would destroy the pests, 
much better it would be to do so. He 
was the Horticultural Commissioner for 
his county, and his experience had been 
that every farmer who had some lit- 
tle pest which the board could not find 
& way to destroy, would say that the 
board did not know anything about 
it. The endeavor of the rd was to 
be just and fair, as between the or- 
chardists and the importers of trees 
and fruits. 

Mr. Heath of Santa Barbara intro- 
‘duced the following resolution: 

‘““‘Whereas, it is now apparent that 
the best method of overcoming the va- 
rious insects, scale and otherwise, so 
detrimental to horticulture, is by the 
introduction of parasites; and, where- 
as, the efforts of the State Board of 


Horticulture so far in the introduction 
from foreign countries of such parasites 
have been crowned with signal suc- 
cess. 

“Now, therefore, it is the sense of the 
convention that the board should con- 
tinue its experiments in such line, and 
that it should receive the support of 
every industrial interest of the State, 
80 intimately connected with the pros- 
perity of horticulture. 

To this end, this conventién should 
earnestly request the Legislature, at its 
next session, to appropriate a sufficient 
sum of money, not less than $10,000, 
to be expended in the discovery and 
importation of parasitic insects bene- 
ficial to horticulture, into this State 
and that the law provide that the im- 
portation and culture of such insects 
and the expenditure of such sum of 
money be confined to the care of the 
State Board of Horticulture.” 

The reading of this resolution was 
epplauded. 

r. Collins of Ontario said he wanted 
to be understood as in favor of the 
introduction of Parasites, but he also 
desired that the real value of such par- 
asites should not be overestimated. 
There were trees but a short distance 
south of this city which four or five 
years ago were infested with one kind 
of scale. and which were restored to a 
nearly healthy condition by means of 
the proper kind of parasites. The same 
trees were now in about as bad condi- 
tion as before, and this time because of 
the ravages of the red scale. He be- 
Heved some of the parasites had not 
accomplished what was expected of 
them. In urging the Legislature to 
grant an appropriation, the facts ought 
not to be misrepresented. 

The resolution as introduced by Mr. 
Heath was finally referred to the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions for report at the 
afternoon session. 

Mr, Young presented a claim for the 
services of attorneys in their efforts 
resulting in the enaction of a law regu- 
lating and providing for county horti- 
cultural commissions. 

here was a brief but lively debate 
on this question. It was brought out 
that the same claim had been pre- 
sented at several previous conventions. 

One gentleman argued that the mem- 
bers of the Legislature ought to look 
after such matters. and that people 
ought not to be obliged to send men to 
Sacramento to work in the lobby in or- 
der to have a bill engineered through. 
A list of the counties of the State, 
showing the amount assessed to each, 
and also whether the same was paid or 
not. was read. In this statement it 

sessed $70, of which amount 
was paid. 

The convention adjourned for the 


noon recess without taking action on 
the question. 


Afternoon Session. 

Vice-President Abbot Kinney rapped 
for order at 1:40 o’clock, and Chairman 
G. J. Griffith of the Committee on Res- 
olutions stated that a meeting of his 
committee had been held, and the reso- 
lution presented by Judge Heath of 
Santa Barbara at the morning session, 
and referred to the committee, had been 
unanimously approved at the meeting 
at which all except one of the five 
members of the committee were pres- 
ent. As chairman of the committee, he 
now moved the adoption of the resolu- 
tion, which motion was carried without 
debate. 

Prof. E. W. Hilgard of the University 
of California was introduced. A burst 
of applause greeted his appearance. 
He spoke on “Fruits and Soils of the 
Arid Region.” He in introduction 
that of course in California fruit-raising 
it was to a large extent the case that 


Bastern theorles were combtned with 


Western practice. He called attention 
to the fact that the lands famous as 
being the regions of the oldest civiliza- 
tion were what were known as arid 
lands. 

The speaker exhibited some large ta- 
bles showing analyses of soils from the 
humid regions of the United States, and 
also In different localities in California. 
He also presented a tabulated state- 
ment showing similar analyses of va- 
rious fruit d cereal products. He 
said that any particular substance 
could be subjected to two or three dif- 
ferent kinds of analyses, and a differ- 
ent result obtained from each. On the 
tables, however, which he presented the 
figures, were compiled from analyses 
all made by the same process. m 
figures. and also from history, he 
showed that apparently, and in fact, 
almost without doubt an arid soil 
in virgin state, that could be irrigated 
would support a denser population for 
a much longer time than would the 
average virgin soil in the humid region. 
This seemed to be due to the fact that 
in the humid regions the leaching of 
the soil by which it would faster lose 
its fertility went on much more rapidly 
than in the arid region where the only 
leaching that could go on would of 
course be for the most part as a result 
of irrigation. 

In the alkali soils, if the evil effects 
of the overabundance of salts could 
only be subdued, then there would be 
the richest of land for argricultural 
purposes. He urged that those apply- 
ing to his department for information 
should give full data. There were 
three varieties of the disease known as 
black knot. One of these was caused 
by abrasion of the hark of the tree. 
The remedy for this was to cut off the 
knot smoothly and coat the place over 
with asphaltumor tar. The other 
kinds were caused by insect pests, and 
their remedies were more difficult to 
discover. 

A. Scott Chapman gave an interest- 
ing description of how he had made a 
practical application of agricultural 
chemistry in his orchard at San Ga- 
briel. He remarked incidentally that 
he had been able to y the railroad 
company $250 per acre for freight on his 
orange crop. He had been troubled 
with black scale, and had sprinkled 


sulphur in powdered form on his trees 


early in the morning when the leaves 
were wet with dew. He had for this 
purpose used a seed-sower, and had in 
driving, kept ahead of it. A cloud of 
dust was raised which spréad all over 
the trees and on the ground. The ex- 
iment had, to a considerable extent, 
n successful, and he was watching 
in-expectation of still greater success. 

S. M. Woodbridge spoke of the com- 
bination of chemical elements forming 
soil. He said in reference to irriga- 
tion that where too much water was 
used a leaching process would go on in- 
stead of a filtering process, as there 
should be when the proper amount of 
water used. 

Discussion coming up over gum di- 
seases. H. Brainard of San Jose said 
that from careful investigation it was 
believed the gum disease was caused 
by lack of balance as to the amount 

sap forced upward from the roots. 
A cold storm might chill the tree so 
that its circulation of sap would be im- 
peded. The sap up from the 
roots the same as before would be 
forced out through the bark and a col- 
lection of gum would be formed. This 
gum would begin to decompose and re- 
sult in the injury of the tree. 

Prof. Hilgard said his experience with 
the gum disease appeared to corrobo- 
me the theory advanced by Mr, Brain-

“That our representatives, acting in 
our interest and at our request, have 
now been personally sued for the lia- 
bilities incurred for the horticultural 
interest, in the exercise of their discre- 
tion. 

“That the sums due, &md for which 
our representatives have been sued, is 
$600, which is a compromise amount 
for which the claim can now be settled;

‘Resolved, further, that B. M. Le- 
long be and he is hereby appointed q 
committee of one to collect in behalf 
of this convention, from the fruits 
growers of this State, the gum ahove 
stated to be due, with cost of postage, 
printing and clerical assistance added.

of this State or any section thereof, 
but, on the contrary, declare its 
entire confidence in the integrity of 
the members of the board, in their 
knowledge of horticulture, and in the 
impartiality with which they have dis- 
charged onerous duties. That this con- 
vention sincerely commends the board, 
and especially the president and secre- 
tary, for the untiring zeal displayed by 
them in fostering every interest of hor- 
ticulture confided to their care, and 
that for the successful introduction, of 
various parasitic insects into the State 
they deserve the lasting gratitude of 
the people of the State.” 

The resolution was adopted. 

The following was then presented 
approved by the Committee on Resolu- 

ns: 

“Resolved. that this convention of 
California horticulturists considers that 
the interests of the whole Pacific 
Coast, and of the entire American na- 
tion demand the immediate construc- 
_ tion by the United States government 
of the Nicaragua Canal, such action be- 
ing taken in conjunction with other 
powers interested as shall insure the 
permanent neutralization of said canal 
and such adjacent territory as shall be 
necessary.”’ 

The resolution was objected to in this 
form, and was finally adopted, after 
having had stricken from it all the 
words following after the words “of 
the Nicaragua Canal.”’ 

The following resolution, as intro- 
duced by Mr. Berwick, was then pre- 
sented: . 

‘*Resolved, that this California State 
Convention of Horticulturists assem- 
bled at Les Angeles, this 23d day of 
November, 1893, believes that the best 
interests of California horticulturists 
and the American nation demand the 
nationalization of American railroads.”’ 

Mr. Meslin rose and said he believed 
the convention should consider only 
those subjects which pertained Wirectly 
to the fruit-growers. This was some- 
thing which was not well understood 
among most.of those present, and its |. 
consideration might prove an element 
of discord. He therefore moved to lay 
the resolution on the table. 

Mr. Powers of Fresno said it seemed 
to him like a reflection on the dignity 
of this body of men to say they did 
not understand this matter. It was a 
question of importance to the fruit- 
growers, and there was no reason wh 
it should not be considered by them. 

o or three others spoke on the 
question of tabling the motion. One 
gentelman pronounced the motion as 
an attempt to throttle f on 
the subject. Another said it was a 
notorious fact that the raflroad which 


controlled the State. 
timated that the railroads controlled 
the national legislators. 

Mr. Meslin at this point rose to a 
point of order, and stated that a motion 
to table was not debatable. 

Vice-President Griffith, from the 
chair, stated that he would rule in 
accordance with the wishes of the con- 
vention. 

Someone rose at this time and said 
there were no rules governing this as- 
sembly, and consequently the  par- 
liamentary technicality would not ap- 
ply to this case. 

Mr. Meslin withdrew his motion to 

lay on the table, and said he did not 
have any wrong motive in making the 
motion, nor in making the remarks 
he did make in connection with it. 
. Someone else moved to postpone 
action on the resolution till the next 
covention and make it a special order 
for that time. 

The vote on this motion could not be 
decided by yeas and nays, and so a 
division was called for. The motion 
-was carried by a vote of 36 to 35. It 
‘took a second vote in which to arrive 
at this result. j 

A paper on “Forestry,” as prepared 
by Vice-President Abbot Kinney, was 
read by Secretary Perkins. The writer 


“The importance of a conservative 
forest policy is nowhere greater than 
in California. It is now fully. estab- 
lished by the forest experience of 
India, Australia, 
management will 
give a high and perpetual product 
of bark, fuel, tar, timber, etc., from 
the forest without injury to the forest 
reserved.”’ 

Continuing,*® he said the value of the 
forest from a sportsman’s point of 
view was as nothing com with 
its influence on the delivery of the 
rainfall from a country’s watersheds. 
Such a watershed would deliver a 
given rainfall regularly and slowly 
over a long period as compared to the 
delivery of the same rainfall from the 
watershed deforested. The trees.and 
roots detain and divide the rainfall 
so. that the water has time to be ab- 
sorbed into the soil and rock veins. 
It was safe to say that in California 
that: “As the mountains are defor- 
ested so will the perennial character 
of the springs and streams diminish 
or be lest while on the other hand 
floods and torrents will increase and 
torrents will increase in force and de- 
structiveness., water flowing 
regularly from the forest mountain is 
the aid and servant of man in his mill, 
house or ‘field. «The water tearing 
madly over the denuded rocks of a 
bare and arid declivity is his scourge 
and his destroyer.”’ 

Through the efforts made here in 
connection with similar efforts made in‘ 
other places, there Hdd been secured 
a government policy of forest reserves. 
The government had reserved large 
tracts of land for forestry purposes. 
California and Colorado had been most 
favored in this way. In California, 
south of Merced, the most important 
mountain watersheds were now gov- 
ernment forest reserves. The Yellow- 
stone and Yosemite reservations were 
guarded by small detachments of cav- 
alry. The result of these patrols in 

reventing forest fires had been marked. 

ese fires had, to a large extent; been 
caused by irresponsible sheep-herders. 
The exclusion of these herders from the 
Yosemite addition ended the danger 
from fire. 

Nowhere was a conservative system 
of forest management more important 
than in a country alternating with fer- 
tile plains. When to this condition was 
added that of alternating dry and 
rainy seasons, under which irrigation 
became an important agency and 
culture there, would be paramount rea- 
sons for a forestry system. 

The blue gum tree was recommended 
for forestry extension, and it was urged 
that no trees be imported from infected 
districts. It was better that trees 
should be imported only by examined 


seeds. 

Prof. Hilgard said he was heartily 
in favor of the plan, but, of course, 
it was of slow growth, that is, the plan 
was. He had found the European oak 
to be one of the fastest-growing trees 
of its kind, and, in fact, it produced the 
best wood in the country. 

The subject of pecans coming up, 
Mr. Lelong stated t of all the 
various kinds of this nut, which were 
being grown more or less, there was 
likely to be some variety discovered 
which would be very valuable as a 


commercial nut. 
of Santa Barbara 


Russell Heath 
spoke interestingly of his experiences in 
crowing this nut. The wood was brittle. 
Tho tree did not drop its nuts, and 
ihis fact should be considered by those 
contemplating the growing of this nut. 
One variety, which he considered a 
«ood one, required to be near a river 

- pond, so that its roots could have 
slenty of moisture. A variety known 
as the “Louisiana improved pecan,” 
had of late been brought to this State, 
and was well spoken of. 

Another gentleman, who said he had 
recently come: from Texas, stated he 
had been told that much better re- 
sults could be secured by raising pecan 
trees from the nuts instead of from the 
transplar@ed trees. 

' After some further comparison of re- 
sults, the convention adjourned till this 
morning.

THE BUG CONTROVERSY. 


Strong Resolutions sed iIndorsing the 
State Board of Norticulture. 

In sending to Gov. Markham copies. 
of correspondence which had passed 
between Ellwood Cooper, of the State 
Board of Horticulture, and Prof. Riley, 
of the Division of Entomology—which 
correspondence has since been pub- 
lished—Mr. Riley refers to Mr. Cooper 
as “a rather weak-minded, old gentle- 
man, who has been kept in the presi- 
dency of the board for many years now 
by Mr. Lelong, who has found him a 
willing tool to further his own wishes.”’ 
Regarding Mr. Lelong, he says: ‘For 
Mr. Lelong’s science, I have no respect 
whatever. He is an impostor, in as far 
as that is concerned, and I have learned 
enough of his doings to feel that a re- 
organization of the board would prob- 
ably be a benefit to the fruit interests 
of your State.’’ These remarks are cer- 
tainly not in the nature of oil upon 
the troubled waters of the present con- 
troversy. 

As an offset to this ex parte opinion 
of Mr. Riley, we have the action of the 
State Fruit-growers’ Convention, which 
on Thursday unanimously adopted 
strong resolutions, indorsing the action 
of the State board in the matter of the 
scale parasites, and acknowledging the 
services which they have rendered to 
the horticultural industry of the State, 
which resolutions will be found in the 
regular report of the proceedings. 

Referring to some comments upon C, 
M. Heintz, which appeared in these 
columns last week, a letter from Horti- 
cultural Commissioner Collins of San 
Bernardino county was published in 
The Times of Thursday, in which he 
asserts that whatever Heintz may have 
done has been done “upon his own 
hook,”” as it were. John Scott, Horti- 
cultural Commissioner of Los Angeles 
county, has made a verbal declaration 
to the same effect, and states that, if 
necessary, he will assert it publicly. 
This ought to settle the status of the 
objectionable person referred to. 

The following communications have 
been received on this subject: 

ONTARIO (Cal.,) Nov. 19, 1893.—(To 
the Editor of The Times.) see by 
yesterday’s Times, and am also in- 
formed that in a previous number, my 
name is mentioned in connection with 
the resolutions passed by the Pomo- 
logical Society, at the meeting held at 
Ontario, November 2 and 3, 1893, I am 
given the credit of having presented 
them without knowing their full pur- 
port; this is not true. I was fully 
aware of the contents, and as they 
met my individual views (though I 
may be wrong) I presented them, 
and they were passed without any 
opposition or comment, and, I assure 
you that there were more than two 
or three members voted for them, I 
wish further to say that it was neither 
at the request of Messrs. Heintz or 
Kruckeberg that they were introduced, 
and I firmly believe neither gentle- 
man was the author. I agree with you 
that the very wordy war now carried 
on in the papers is to be deplored, and 
is certainly doing the horticulturist no 
good, but, on the other hand, much 
harm. 

It is devoutly to be hoped that at the 
coming meeting at Los Angeles, the 
whole unfortunate business will 
thoroughly ventilated, and adjusted, so 
that the two boards henceforth may be 
enabled to act in harmony for our com- 
mon interest.

WEATHER AND CROPS. 


Weekly Bulletin of the Southern California 
Weather Service. 

Following is the weather and crop 
bulletin of the Southern 
Weather Service for the week ending 
November 20: 

Clear, warm weather, with dry north- 
erly. winds prevailed the earlier part of 
the week; the latter part was cool and 
cloudy, with a severe windstorm on 
Friday, accompanied by rain, which 
turned to snow in the interior districts. 
An appreciable amount of snow fell on 
the upland plains; it fell heavily in the 
mountains, and lightly nearer the coast, 
in which districts occasional hail and 
sleet fell in localities. Light frosts 
formed during the week in various 
places, doing no damage except to ten- 
der vegetation in exposed points. No 
damage was reported from the snow- 


enal in this section of the State, but 
one that so seldom occurs that it is an 
event of a lifetime. Slight damage 
was reported from the high wind which 
broke an occasional tree; the wind had 
its compensating advantages, however, 
in shaking the remaining portion of 
the walnut crop from the trees, thus 
Saving the growers the labor and toil 
of doing this work. 

The rains were heavier in the interior 
and southern districts, and they put 
the soil in fine condition for the farm- 
ers to break ground for grain. 


sections show that the crop did not 
suffer injury from the storm. Oranges 
are coloring fast; some have been 
shipped from the foothill sections, but 
the bulk of the crop is not yet ready 
for picking.

Show in 


Los Angeles is Almost an Assured 
Fact. 


Enthusiastic Meeting of the Association Last 
Evening—A Protest Was Made 
Against the License 
Tax. 


The newly-organized and rapidly- 
growing Merchants’ Association held 
an important meeting last evening in 
the Board of Trade rooms, with a large 
number of representative business men 
of the city in attendance. 

Maj. W. C. Furrey presided and W. 
Bien acted as secretary. . 

The chairman made a few intro- 
ductory remarks, in which he referred 
briefly to the success attained by the or- 
ganization in its -vork thus far and the 
tield which lay before it. 

One of the principal subjects which 
has formed a part of the deliberations 
of the body thus far has been the pro}j- 
ectof holding an auxiliary exhibition 
of fruit and flowers in this city during 
the time of opening of the Midwinter 
Fair at San Francisco. The Merchants’ 
Association conferred some time ago 
with the Southern California Fair Com- 
mittee in relation to holding such aux- 
iliery displays, but they did not meet 
with much encouragement from that 
body, and since then bave entered into 
the proposition as an association, bent 
on making it an assured fact by their 
united efforts. 

It was the first topic introduced last 
evening, and after the preliminaries 
were over Mr. Bien, the secretary, 
stated that the following resolutions 
had been prepared by the Executive 
Committee of the Merchants Associa- 
tion for their approval and adoption: 

“Gentlemen: After due and deep 
consideration, the Executive Committee 
beg leave to lav before you the follow- 
ing proposition, for we feel it our duty 
as merchants doing business in Los An- 
eles to stand by our city first, last and 
all the time, and help improve it in 
every way possible. Before making the 
proposition, however, we wish it dis- 
tinctly understood from the start that 
in no way, shape or manner are we op- 
posed, as an association, to the Mid- 
winter Fair which is to be held in San 
Francisco. On the contrary, we ear- 
nestly wish it to be an overwhelming 
success and a lasting credit to the State 
of California. While on the other hand, 
we deem it our duty, as the Merchants’ 
Association of Los Angeles, to have this 
city’s name spread throughout the 
United States, and when the great in- 
flux of visitors is in our midst, toshow 
them what the beautiful City of the An- 
geles is capable of doing; therefore, 
be it 

‘*Resolved, that we shall have an im- 
mensge floral and citrus fair combined, 
to be held in this city ata date to be 
hereinafter named, which the mer- 
chants will guarantee to make a finan- 
cial success, and that the proceeds, 
after al) expenses are paid, be equally 
divided between the orphan asylums of 
this city; thatit is the sense of the 
Merchants’ Association that this fair 
shall far outshine anything ever at- 
tempted before.’’ 

Maj. Furrey said that the resolutions 
were the result of the work of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee. The members of 
that committee were united in favor of 
thé.proposed local fair. They believed 
that py dividing the proceeds in the 
manner indicated the project would be 
greatly assisted from many sources. It 
was suggested that the merchants of 
the town should subscribe a guarantee 


’ fund, as had been customary on such oc- 


casions. The Executive Committee had 
given the matter a great deal of thought 
and their plan was the outcome of ma- 
ture consideration. 

Mr. Jevne was in favor of the fair, as 
he thought it certainly would be a great 
success in every way, | 

Mr. Haas was in favor of al} the reso- 
lutions and suggestions except that pro- 
viding for a fee of $5 being paid by all 
merchants. He believed that the 
amount should not be fixed in that way, 
as many of the merchants could and 
would contribute a much larger amount. 

J. T. Sheward explained that’ the $5 
was merely forthe purpose of estab- 
lishing the initial fund; that is, just to 
have contributed enough to awaken in- 
terest and co-operation. 

After some little further discussion 
the resolutions were unanjmously 
adopted. . 

Some of the members present were 
inclined to criticise severelythe action 
ot the Chamber of Commerce oh the 
subject. and characterize it as partial 
to the San Francisco fair. One gentle- 
man went so far as to sav that after 
learning what he had that he would lose 
no time in putting in his resigration as 
a member of the chamber. Others 
present saw no need of causing a clash 
between the merchants and the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, it being urged that 
the disagreeable reception accorded the 
committee of the association,was all at 
the hands of one particular director of 
the chamber. It was not advisable to 
stir up unnecessary dissention, as it 
was known that the chamber as a whole 
were heartily anxious to support a 
Southern California fair. 

A call for the report of the committee 
appointed to consider the matter of the 
license tax brought forth the following, 
which it was agreed to present to the 
Council on Monday next: 

‘To the Honorable Council of the City 
of Los Angeles—Gentlemen: We. the 
undersigned, members of the Merchants’ 
Association of Los Angeles, respect- 
fully ask that. you revoke the license 
now imposed on merchandise, so far as 
carried on in stores. We have for years 
borne this unjust burden, and fail to 
find any valid. excuse for its further 
coatinuarice, the city having long ago 
outgrown this backwoods system. 

‘Over 90 per cent. of the merchants 
of Los Angeles are realty owners, and 
as such are keenly interested inthe wel- 
far@of our city. We Wold that to ham- 
per merchandising or manufacturing by 
license is decidedly injurious to the wel- 
fare of our city. 

‘Weare always willing to bear our 
share of taxation, bat wedo most em- 
phatically protest against being sub- 
‘ected to this double apd unjust tax, as 
Xo other construction can be pnt upon 
® merchandise license. | 

‘We trust that you will see the jus- 


. tice Of this petition, abolish the license 


at once and save us the ahnoyance and 
«ost of litigation as it has been decided 
%y the Merchauts’ Association (an asso- 


ciation that numbers nearly all of the 
wholesale and retail merchants of the 


the system.”’ 

From the emphatic remarks made by 
many of the merchantsin attendance at 
the meeting it was evident that a firm 
and decided resistance will be made to 
the payment of the license tax, even 
though, as was indicated by the tenor 
of the resolutions, it would be necessary 
to resort to the courts, if the Council 
showed an inclination to delay action 
on the matter. This question was one 
of the first proposed for consideration 
upon the organization of the associa- 
tion, and is generally thought to be by 
the merchants one of the unnecessary 
impediments tothe carrying on of legit- 
imate commercial enterprises. 

It was tacitly argued, that“in the 
event of the Council's refusing to pass 
upon the petition on Monday the 
merchants in a body should decline to 
pay thelicense on the first of the 
month, allowing the city to bring suit, 
when the validity of the tax could be 
determined in court. 

The subject of incorporation of the 
association was also brought up and 
discussed, after which an ajournment 
was ordered until Tuesday evening. 


MIDWINTER FAIR, 


Organization of a County Committee —A 
Large Representation. 

The meeting of the Midwinter Fair 
Executive Committee of Southern Cali- 
fornia, which was to have been held at 
10:30 o'clock yesterday morning at 
the Chamber of Commerce, will be held 
in San Francisco, owing to the fact 
that several of the committee were on 
Tuesday evening summoned to that 
city, and that others followed yester- 
day. 

COUNTY COMMITTEE. 

At 2 o’clock yesterday afternoon a 
meeting for the purpose of organizing a 
county committee was held at Chamber 
of Commerce Hall. T. D. Stimson was 
called to the chair, and C. D. Willard 
was elected secretary. 

The object of the meeting was stated 
by Judge Silent. Its purpose was to 
bring together citizens of this city and 
county and to interest them in the Mid- 
winter Fair project. He outlined the 
work done by the committees ap- 
pointed by the supervisors and by the. 
Chamber of Commerce; but these com- 
mittees now desire the co-operation of 
all citizens. The question was also 
brought up as to the original idea of 
recompense to Southern California, 
in seeking representation at the Mid- 
winter Fair. It was decidedly through 
bringing people here. He recalled the 
sending of a committee to San Francisco 
to see what arrangements for reduced 
rates could be obtained from the rail- 
roads, and upon return the committee 
reported that all necessary concessions 
would be afforded. Last Monday even- 
ing, however, word reached here that 
the Southern Pacific Railroad had placed 
a ten days’ limit on all tickets from the 
Northwest and this side of the Rocky 
Mountains, and that stop-over privileges | 
would not be allowed. ‘This effectually | 
debars Los Angeles and other points in | 
Southern California from the advan- 
tages which thev consider as rightfully 
belonging to them if they expend money 
and time in representation at the fair. 
On this account it was thought best to 
consider well whether itis wise to go 
ahead and make the outlay of from 
$50,000 to 75,000, if no especial | 
benefit is to be derived fromit. Mem- 
bers of the Executive Committee now | 
in San Francisco will consult with the 
officials of the Sovthern Pacific road 
and see if this time limit cannot be 
lengthened and some kind of excursion 
rates secured. 

County representatives being present 
from Monrovia, Whittier, Rivera, Po- 
mona, San Fernando, Covina, Sierra 
Madare and other districts, expressions 
were heard from them. 

Monrovia desired to be represented 
on the county committee. 4 

Whittier has already taken action 
looking to representation at the fair, | 
and a board has been organized. The) 
wish is to unite with Southern Califor- | 
nia. 

San Fernando is ready to join in mak- 
ing the exhibit. 

Pomona people, it was stated, feel | 
friendly toward this enterprise, and | 
will be glad to do anything to advance | 
it, although the Pomona representative |

spoke personally, only, and not by an- 
thority.

Alles, the chair- 
man was authorized to appoint a com- 
mittee of five on permanent organiza- 
tion, that committee to repott not 
later than Tuesday, and its members 
to select an executive committee of 
twenty-five. 

Messrs. Silent, Freeman, Alles, Lan- 

kershim and Pomeroy were appointed 
such committee. 
. Mr. Alles asked that the exact work 
of this committee beexplained. Judge 
Silent was, therefore, called forward to 
define its duties. 

He replied that he hardlv knew how 
to dothis. A few have carried on the 
work up tothe present time, and they 
now feel that they should have broad 
adyice and co-operation. They feel 
that they wantthe help of all repre- 
sentative citizens, that the whole of 
Los Angeles county should be in touch 
in this work, in order that the best pos- 
sible exhibit may be made. If satisfac- 
tory arrangements with the railroads 
can be secured the contract for the 
building ‘will be let today. He alluded 
also to the fact that five carloads of ex- 
hibits are on their way trom Chicago 
for this county, and there Is no doubt 
but a magnificent showing can be made. 

It was favored by several speakers 
that unless conciliatory terms were 
made by the railroad companies, South- 
ern California should expend her money 
upon a building upon some local site, 
and open and maintain a grand Mid- 
winter Fair here, which should draw 
tourists. 

The motion was finally made, and 
unanimously carried, that the secretary

SANTA MONICA. 


J. W. Heart Held to the Superior Court— 
Local News and Notes. 

John W. Heart of The Palms had his hear- 
ing before Justice of the Peace I. A. 
Willis, Thursday, and was held to answer 
in the sum of $2000 in the Superior Court 
to the charge of an assault. with a deadly 
weapon upon George I. Bullock on the even- 
ing of November 14. 

When the time for hearing this case ar- 
rivedthe regular courtroom was inade- 
quate to accommodate the attendance of 
witnesses and spectators, and the sitting of 
the court was transferred to the City Hall. 

Dist.-Atty. Dillon appeared in per- 
son in behalf of the people and R. R. Tan- 
ner, Esq., for the defense. Twenty-one 
witnesses had been summoned. and a large 
delegation of Palmsmen, together with the 
wives of both parties, were present. Mr. 
Bullock, although able to sit up for the first 
time, was not in condition to be present. 

On behalf of the prosecution the story of 
the stabbing affray was retold. It did 
not differ essentially from that already 
published, which was substantially the 
story told by the defendant when he first 
gave himself up. There was, however, this 
difference in the two reports. Heart 
claimed that when he followed Bullock out 
of the store, some five minutes after Bullock 
quitted the place, Bullock was waiting 
outside and assaulted him before he bezau 
the cutting. Testimony introduced at the 
hearing was to the effect that Bullock had 
failed to get medicine at the store, and had 
gone to a neighbor's nearby for it, that re- 
turning he passed the store just as Heart 
came out, andsaidto him: ‘Well, Jobn, 
you have had ns both arrested. What will 
you do next?" and that Heart replied with 
an oath that he would show him, and im- 
mediately made the assault. 

The garments worn by Bullock were in- 
troduced to show the deadly character of 
the weapon. 

Atthe close of the testimony for the 
prosecution defendant's attorney moved 
thatthe prisoner be discharged, but the 
motion was overruled and the defendant, 
not desiring to introduce any evidence, was 
held as already stated. 

The assault cases against Bullock and his 
wife were postponed until this (Friday) 
morning at 9 o'clock.

WAS IN HIS DOTAGE. 


The Mental Condition of 
Charles Langford ~ 


During the Closing Years of 
His Life. 
Further Testimony in the Will 


Contest. 


Hearing of the Crystal Springs Case Contin- 
ued Before Judge Van Dyke—Suit 
Rent—Court 
Notes. 


The trial of the contest over the will 
of the late Charles E. Langford of 
Pasadena was resumed before Judge 
Clark and a jury, in Department Two, 
yesterday, ten witnesses being exam 
ined for the contestants, who closed 
their side of the case at 4 o’clock p.m. 
The witnesses called during the day’s 
session were Dr. W. B. Rowland, Mrs. 
Francesca A. Austin, William Mc- 
Carty, C. E. Langford,. Mrs. M. M. 
Langford, Charles E. Brown, James M. 
Doty, Mrs. M. J. Herrick, Mrs. F. E. 
“Longshore and Thomas Langford. 

Their testimony upon the whole was 
merely cumulative evidence, tending to 
show that decedent was in his dotage, 
and completely under the influence of 
his second wife, during the last years 
of his life. An effort was made, how- 
ever, when the witness McCarty was 
upon the stand to introduce some sen- 
sational evidence, reflecting upon the 
conduct of Mrs. Langford, during the 
year 1888, but the court refused to ad- 
mit it. Four of the contestants were. 
recalled, for the purpose of acquaint- 
ing the jury with their impoverished 
circumstances and need of the money 
they are seeking to obtain, and the first 
half of the case was then closed. 

The matter will be taken up again 
this morning. |

A QUESTION OF RENT. 

Judge Shaw yesterday rendered his 
decision in the case of C. Dubordieu 
vs. H. Marteen, an action for rent, or-. 
dering judgment for’ the plaintifr 
therein for the reasons set forth in an 
opinion, from which the following facts 
were gathered: 

The suit was brought by plaintiff, as 
assignee of the lessor, to recover rent 
alleged to be due on certain premises 
for-the month of July last. The de. 
fendant, for: answer, claims that the 
lease was modified and changed by a 
. verbal agreement between him and 

plaintiff, whereby the rent was reduced 
from $35 to $12.50-per month. This lease 
was in writing, and was executed on 


1887, between defendant 


and Bernard Dubordieu, for the period 
of ten years from January 1, 1888, at a 
monthly rental of $35. No time being 
fixed. for the payment of the rent, by 
implication of law, it was payable at 
the end of each month. It had been 
the custom of the parties, however, 
until the parol agreement, to pay it on 
the tenth day of each month. The 
agreement, according to the testimony 
of defendant’s witnesses, was that in 
consideration that defendant paid the 
rent on the first day of each month, 
after March, 1893, it should be reduced 
to $12.50. There was a sharp conflict 
in the testimony as to whether or not 
this agreement was made as alleged, 
but the court concluded that there was 
a vreponderance of evidence in favor 
of the defendant. 

Plaintiff contended that, even if such 
an agreement was made, it was an at- 
tempt to alter a written by an unexe- 
cuted agreement, which was contrary 
to the provisions of section 1698 of the 
Civil Code. On the other hand, de- 
fendant claimed that the payment of 
the reduced rent, in accordance with 
the oral agreement, and fhe acceptance 
of it by. plaintiff for the months oc 
April, May and June, made it an exe- 
cuted oral agreement. This is the ques- 
tion upon which the case depends. 

The court, after reviewing the lease, 
holds that the principle laid down in 
section 1698, is the same as that upon 
which rests the doctrine of accord and 
satisfaction, in which case ft is said 
that “‘the agreement to be operative 
must be immediate; an agreement to 
settle at a future time cannot be an 
accord and  satisfaction.”” (2 Whart. 
Cont., sec. 996.) The case of Ehren- 
berg vs. Peters (66 Cal., 114) is also 
cited, in which the provisions of sec- 
tion 1698 are held to apply to the con- 
tract of the tenant to pay rent. and 
that such a contract cannot be altered 
until the rent is paid under the parol 
modification of it. 

FAILED TO MAKE A CASE. 

When the case of Thomas Gorman, 
et ux.. vs. H. C. Witmer, an action for 
damages for personal injuries, was 
called in Department Six yesterday 
morning, counsel for the defendant 
moved the court for a judgment of non- 
su‘t, upon the ground tha: the plain- 
tiffs had failed to prove a sufficient 
ease for the jury, which motion was 
granted by Judge McKinley. The plain- 
tiffs taking exception. to this ruling, a 
stay of proceedings Was ordered until 
they pay the jurors’ fees, amounting 


A SEAMAN’S CASE. 

William Gerald, a seaman, was ar- 
raigned yesterday in the District Court 
on an indictment found against him by 
the Federal grand jury. 

The charge against Gerald was that 
on September 27, at San Diego, he did 
unlawfully unload and deliver from 
the British ship Soudan, two casks of 
merchandise between the hours of sun- 
down and sunset, without the permis- 
sion of the Collector of the Port or any 
other person in authority. It seems 
that at the time complaint was made 
it was supposed that the casks con- 
tained goods subject to duty, but after- 
ward it was learned that they contained 
merely slops from the ship. Notwith- 
standing this fact, Gerald will have to 
answer for the alleged offense. Time 
for trial was set by the court for No- 
vember 28. 

IN THE FEDERAL COURT.

charged with opening a letter addressed 
to another person, were brought up be- 
fore Judge Ross yesterday, where they 
entered a plea of not guilty. Their” 
trial will take place on December 6.

V'siting Electric Road Cap 
Wedding Anniversary—Points Purely 
‘Personal—News Briefly 
Summed Up. 


It was just 10 o’clock Thursday morn- 
ing when the job of paving Colorado 
street was completed. The finishing 
touches were put on at the Fair Oaks 
intersection and the Santa Fe cross- 
ing, whereupon Manager Drain for- 
mally, and in a manner most impress- 
ive, declared the work finished. 

The question of * paving Colorado 
street was first agitated several years 
ago. Bituminous rock was the material 
then favored. The matter was brought 
before the city Board of Trustees, but 
the proceedings were dropped before 

thin ractical had been accom- 
eihed. Last winter, when mud to a 
depth of six Inches, spread over Pasa- 
dena’s principal thoroughfare, making 
it almost impassible from Delacy street 
to Broadway, the paving project was 
again revived, this time in earnest. 

On February 13, Council passed a res- 
olution, calling for estimates of the 
cost of such work. A week later such 
estimates were submitted by the City 
Engineer. On the same date a resolu- 
tion of intention was passed to pave 
the portion of the street above outlined 
with an asphalt base and surface. No- 
tices of street work were posted Febru- 
ary 24. March 28, resolutions, adopt- 
ing specifications and ordering the 
work, were passed. When the time for 
opening the bids (May 1) came along 
Milford Fish, chairman of the ‘“‘Cit- 
izens’ ’”’ Committee, asked that the 
time for opening the bids be extended. 
The “Citizens’ ’’ Committee was organ- 
ized to advocate the substitution of a 
cement-concrete for an asphalt-concrete 
base. On motion, the opening of the 
bids was postponed two weeks, at the ex> 
piration of which time, in deference to 
the clearly-expressed preference of a 
majority of the property-owners for a 
cement-concrete base, a motion was 
passed rescinding all previous resolu- 
tions having to do with~ the asphalt 
specifications. May 22, a resolution 
adepting new specifications, calling 
for a six-inch cement-concrete base, 
with a two-inch asphalt surface, was 
passed, together with a resolution or- 
dering the work. The clerk was in- 
structed to advertise for bids. Up to 
June 19 no bids had been received, and 
“all” bids were, accordingly, declared 
rejected. June 27, all previous resolu- 
tions adopting specifications, and order- 
ing work, were rescinded, and a new 
resolution was passed, abandoning all 
‘proceedings previously made with ref- 
erence to paving the street. 

July 3 a new start was taken. A res- 
olution ‘was passed, calling for esti- 
mates of the cost of paving. These 
—engineer, after resolution 

intention to pave was passed, and no- 
tices of street work posted. August 14, 
resolutions adopting specifications and 
ordering the work were passed, and 
new bids advertised for. A week later 
two petitions were received—one to 
postpone the paving on account of the 
financial stringency, the other to pro- 
ceed with it as rapidly as possible. The 
petitions were simply filed, and, fortu- 
‘nately, did not further delay proceed- 
ings. August 31, bids were opened as 
follows: J. A. Fairchild, of San Fran- 
cisco, 29 2-5 cents per foot; A. Mc- 
Nally of Los Angeles, 32% cents; Los 
Angeles Asphalt Paving Company, 30 
cents. The contract was awarded the 
tame day to Mr. Fairchild. Work was 
ictually begun September 27, and, as 
already related, the job was completed 
November 23. 

Thus the proceedings, as prescribed 

y law, leading up to the paving of 
Colorado street, are briefly outlined 
Many accompanying details, such as 
the fitht waged at the start between 
the bituminous-rock men and the as- 
phalt men, the opposition aroused 
against paving Raymond and Fair Oaks 
avenues, the back-down of the Perrine 
Paving Company of San Francisco, and 
the suit subsequently brought to re- 
cover possession of a forfeited $3000 
all would prove interesting reading, but 
‘are barred out on account of lack of 
space.

a bitter one, but it is gratifying to. 


note that the outcome meets with uni- 
versal satisfaction. Colorado street is 
well paved; in fact, it is very well 
paved, as all of the interested property- 
owners are free to acknowledge. It was 
a public improvement, and its success- 
ful carrying out will be appreciated 
-not only by the property-owners and 
lessees doing bultiness thereon, but 
by the general populace and the visit- 
ors as well, all of which contains a 
moral which property-owners on Ray- 
mond and Fair Oaks avenues will do 
well to heed.

Report of the Sugar-beet Output + 


for the Season. 


A Very Creditable Showing for the Farmers— 
Another Love Match—Not Wanted— 
General News Notes and 
Personals. 


The farmers of the northern portion 
of the county are surely the happiest 
people out of doors. Their unqualified 
success in the cultivation of sugar- 
beets has, in part, been a surprise to 
them and, of’ course, it has been a very 
pleasant one. They have now received 
the last of their money for the season’s 
crop, and are putting in a good portion 
of their time these beautiful California 
days in looking happy. A meeting of 
the Anaheim Co-operative Beet-sugar 
Company was held in Anaheim a few 
days ago, at which the following final 
report of the season’s output was made 
by Secretary Marks: 

ANAHEIM, Cal., Nov. 14, 1893.
